Blood Tests for Paternity 


A GOOD many readers have 
w ritten in to ask how reliable are 
the blood tests for paternity. 
A good many nitre write in 
every day to ask how to keep their 
hair from falling out. These ques­ 
tions are suggested by something 
more personal. 
The answ ers to the two ques­ 
tions have a good deal to do with 
e«ch other. They both concern the 
inheritance of trait* or ’ genes,” 
as the experts say, from fath er 
and mother. 
In the case of paternity de­ 
term ination the genes are in the 
blood a n i can be determined by 
laboratory test*. 
There ate three of these genes 
—A. ii and O. Each of us has one 
in the blood, and occasionally a 
person will show up with a com­ 
bination, such a* AB. 
A fter a child is a year old and 
the blood is set we can get it* 
blood type. Also, we can get th* 
blood type of m other and father. 
Suppose a m other has the O 
gene in her blood, and the child 
also has the O gene. If the sus­ 
pected father has only the A gene, 
or only the B gene, or the .AB gene, 
he can be dism issed and cease to 
be suspected. I? he has the O gene 
he may be the father, or some other 
man w ith an O gene may be the 
father. So the negative evidence is 
good, the positive evidence still de­ 
pends upon other factors. 
Now to get to the baldness ques­ 
tion. There is no doubt whatever 
th a t it is purely hereditary. And 
it may be inherited from either 
m other or father. Women never 
get bald to the extent men do. but 
tome of them have a little thin spot 
or top, which is as re a r as a wom­ 
an ever gets to being bald. But 
they carry baldness genes. 
Let us call the baldness gene O 
and 
the non-baldness gene 
A. 
E ither your fath er or mother can 
have them, lf your mother has an 
O and your fath er an A you have 
a fifty-fifty chance of becoming 


bald. And, since you inherit both 
an 0 and an A, your male children 
have a q u arter chance of becoming 
bald. 
If your fath er had an O and 
your m other had an O it is a cinch 
you will become bald. And, depend­ 
ing on w hom you m arry, your chil­ 
dren will have fractional chances. 
There is another curious heredi­ 
tary feature about baldness. In 
men th re i*r» t h r o tyjie*. First 
comes the little bald spot on the 
top of the head, ju st like a woman. 
Second, there is thinning at the 
j temples, which may extend a long 
i way back. Lastly, there it com- 
| p*ete nudity over the top of the 
head All of these can be traced, if 
you have enough fam ily photo­ 
graphs, 
So when people w rite in to ask 
about endocrine* or loc*l applica­ 
tions or violet rays stopping their 
hair falling out, there isn't any 
very helpful way to answ er them.
